| DECORATIONS OF FREE CHURCH OF 


THE GOOD SHEPHERD. 

On looking intothe church of the 
Good Shepherd last Sunday, we were 
impressed with the beauty and pro- 
priety of its Christmas dress. The 
panels of the reredos, orscreen back 
of the altar, are covered with white 
cloth emblematical of the purity of 
the Saviour. In these panels. 
which are fringed with evergreen, 
are emblems in gold and silver, 
crimson and blue, such emblems as 
have been used for centuries in the 
Christian church and referring prin- 
cipally tothe name and attributes of 
the Saviour. Right and left of the 
altar are the monograms [. H. 8. and 
Chi Rho being the first letters in 
Greek of our Lord’s name, Jesus 
Christ. Then comes the monogram 


| Alpha and Omega with the letter I 


running through the centre, read- 
ing: ‘‘ITam Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the end, the first and 
the last.’”?. Next isthe Fleur de-Lis 


theemblem of purity linked by the 


circle withthe Maltese cross, which 
combined, reads: ‘‘Those who bear 
their cross in a pure life shall find 
eternal (circle) peace thro’ Jesus 
Christ.’” On the other side we find 
the cross crowned, always an em- 
blem of victory through Him who 
saved us, and at the end we see the 
star of Bethlehem joined to the tri- 
angle by the circle in the centre of 
which is a cross. The staris the 
emblem of the nativity of Jesus, the 
triangle of the Trinity, aud the cross 
in the eircle symbolises eternal life ; 
so putting all together we may read : 
“Through Jesus, the bright and 
morning star, the second person in 
the blessed Trinity, we have eternal 
life.”’” So the whole reredos is one 
pictured story of the ‘‘good tidings of 
great joy’’ proclaimed by the angels 
to all the world. In the body of the 
church graceful festoons depend from 
arch to arch wreathing the windows 
and entwining the pillars, while the 
font, lectern and organ are tastefully 
draped. On the walls symbols and 
sentences appropriate to the season 
relieve the tracery of evergeens, and 
every leaf and sprig adds beauty toa 
church dearly loved and prized by 
the little congregation who worship 
therein.

IMPORTANT MEETING OF THE CITY 

CoUNCIL. 

For some weeks past there has 
been loud and persistent complaint 
of citizens in the Western part of the 
city of the intolerable nuisance of 
the odors emanating from the ware- 
house used forthe storage of fertili- 
sersat the Hargett street Rail Road 
crossing. So penetrating is the of- 
fensive smell, and so tenacious in its 
hold, that even the clothing of the 
inbabitants were saturated with the 
effiuvia. Many persons were made 
sick, andthe nuisance was finally 
brought last night tothe attention of 
the Board of Aldermen with a view 
to its abatement. A large represen- 
tation of the most respectable citi- 
zens ofthe ward living for several 
squares around the subject of coms 
plaint were present, and set forth 
their grievances in strong language. 

There was no special complaint 
against the parties storing the fertili- 
zers, since they acted ander the full 
sanction of the board in using the 
warehouse as.a place of storage. 

They were only mistaken as to its 
offensive character, aud much sym- 
pathy was expressed at the possible 
loss they might sustain by the ne- 
cessity of removal, But the urgency 
of health and comfort over-rode al] 
couosiderations of privace incon -eni- 
ence. 

After considerable discussion the 
following Ordinance was unamimous- 

adonted : 

Be it ordained, thatthe ordinance 
passed Nov. 25, 1874 in reference to 
the storage of guano be repea ed. 

Be it further ordained, every con- 
signee of guano or other mauure or 
article offensive to the smell or detri- 
mental to the public heaith shall 
within five days after notice in any 
manner of its arrival at either of the 
raiiroad depots of the city, remove 
the same, and shail, if retained with- 
in the city, store it in such manner 
as not to be offensive to the neighs 
borhood or detrimental to its health: 
Provided, that if snch consignee is a 
resident of, or has a place of business 
ip, the city, it shall be prima facie 
evidence that he bas notice as sfore- 
said. Any person violating this sec-~ 
tion shall after tive days notice from 
the mayor through a policeman pay 
a penalty of tweniy doilars for every 
day the nuisance shall exist. 

Beit ordained,that tnis ordinance 
shall not take effect until Feb. Ist.

Six miles from Cary. This place in 
1871 had only five families; it now 


has forty-eight, with some 500 or 600 | 


inhabitants. It has ten dry goods 
and grocery stores, one saw-mill, a 
sash, blind and door factory, a tobac- 
co factory, a steam cotton gin, two 
excellent schools and two new 
churches. There are several steam 
saw mills near, turning out 4,000 to 
5,000 feet of lumber every day. Some 
300 bales of cotton have been shipped 
from there this season. Tobacco is 
now being profitably produced at 
this point. Its business men are Dr. 
Samuel H. Williams, H. C. Olive, 
Harward & Utley, L 8S. Yaes, G.G

The next point is 
MERRY OAKS, | 
Five miles from Lashley’s. Its bus- 
iness firms are Anderson & Tucker, 
W.C. Gunter and A. M. Tucker, who 
has acotton gin. The next point is 
HAYWOOD, 
Four miles from Merry Oaks. This 
ancient town is not immediately on 
the Road, and does not show signs of 
improvement. It competed with 
Raleigh for the location of the Capi- 
tol, and Jost it by only one vote. Its 
business men are J. Farrar, dry 
goods, and John Waldon, grocery 
store.

Ir may interest some of the bar 
to know that Mr. John W. Wallace.
